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IN MEMORIAM 


J. FREMONT BATEMAN, M.D. 


1897-1952 


Fifty-four years ago, on December 28, 
1897, to Edward Grant and Delia J. Bate- 
was born a son, who was destined to 
go far in the field of psychiatry. 

It is said that in early life, when still a 
student in high school, he began to look for- 
ward to a career in this branch of medicine. 
In preparation he attended the Ohio Uni- 
versity, at Athens, Ohio, where he majored 
in psychology but carried a very heavy course 
in biology, and received his A. B. degree on 
June 13, 1922. From there he went to Cor- 


man, 


nell University, where he received his Mas- 
ter’s degree in 1924. While attending this 
school, he was an instructor in anatomy. He 
then entered the Medical College of the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, where he received his 
Doctor of Medicine degree in 1927. 


In that same year, he joined the medical 
staff of the Longview State Hospital as an 
assistant physician. Three years later, in 
1930, he was made clinical director of that 
hospital, which position he held until early 
in 1937, when he left Cincinnati to become 
superintendent of the Columbus State Hos- 
pital, succeeding the late William H. Prit- 
chard. 

His superintendency was interrupted when 
he served as Ohio’s first Commissioner of 
Mental Hygiene from 1938 to 1940. He re- 
signed from this office to resume the super- 
intendency of the Columbus State Hospital 
as it brought him in closer touch with pa- 
tients. He continued as head of this hospital 
until his very busy and outstanding career 
was brought to an end by his untimely death 
on March 2, 1952, while in his very prime at 
the age of 54 years. 

Dr. Bateman was a member of Cincinnati 
Academy of Medicine, Columbus Academy 
of Medicine, Ohio State Medical Association, 
American Medical Association, the Neuro- 
Psychiatric Association of Central Ohio, the 


Southern Psychiatric Association, and a Fel- 
low of The American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion. Last May when this organization held 
its annual meeting in Cincinnati, he was hon- 
ored by being elected to the office of Coun- 
sellor. He was also affiliated with various 
other medical and professional societies. 

As clinical professor of psychiatry in the 
College of Medicine, Ohio State University, 
he was an inspiring teacher. In his classes, 
he often expressed a hope that some of his 
students would enter the field of psychiatry, 
and it was a source of real satisfaction to him 
to see this happen in a number of cases. 

He was also an eloquent and forceful 
speaker and prolific writer, having made 
many valuable contributions to the literature 
on various phases of his specialty. 

Dr. Bateman was firm in his convictions 
that there was an organic basis for most if 
not all forms of mental illness and that 
proper and persistent research along this 
line would some day prove his contention. It 
was through his ceaseless and tireless efforts 
that such a research laboratory and program 
were recently established at the Columbus 
State Hospital. Not only the State of Ohio, 
but the entire nation is expecting fruitful 
reports from this work. 

He married the former Natalie Simpson 
Bryan, who was a student at Ohio University 
when he attended there. Besides his widow, 
he is survived by two children, George and 
Margaret, of Columbus, and two brothers, 
Thomas also of Columbus, and George of the 
State of Oregon. 

Dr. Bateman’s loss is mourned by his 
numerous friends in the field of mental hy- 
giene, and especially by his associates in the 
Department of Public Welfare, and the pa- 
tients and personnel of the Columbus State 
Hospital. He will be greatly missed.
